REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS for the Year and Quinquennium 
ending June 30, 1877, read at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Proprietors on August 22, 1877, GEORGE RUSSELL, Esq., the 
Chairman of the Company, in the Chair. 


The seventieth year of the Company’s existence and its fourteenth 
quinquennium having terminated on June 30 last, the Directors have 
to submit to the Proprietors a brief Report of the progress made durin 
the year, and a Statement more in detail of the Company's Assets ani 
Liabilities at the end of it, as ascertained after the usual exhaustive 
investigation. 


The Annual Premiums on New Assurances effected during the 
year have amounted to 14,4097. 18s. 6d., and the Total Premiums to 
323.7561. 1s. 4d. 

The Premiums for Re-assurances amount to 63,9847. 7s. 10d., and 
the claims on Decease of Lives and from Endowment Assurances to 
309,909. 128. Id. 

The Interest and Dividends on the Company’s Investments have 
amounted to 137,0151. 16s. 6d., and if to this sura be added a balance of 
profits, viz., 5.4630. 4s. 5d., mainly arising eae the sale of securities, 
the rate of interest fur the year will be 4/. 13s. 3d. per cent. 

The Expenses of Management for the aa are 15,6561. 16s. 6d. 

The operations of the year have resulted in the addition to the Com- 
pany’s Funds of 33,072/. 

With regard to the results of the quinquennial investigation, the 
Directors invite attention to the Schedule annexed [the * ey | and 
Valuation of the Policies” furnished to the Board of Trade, not here- 
with printed], which exhibits the sums assured in each class of Assur- 
ance with the Premiums payable in respect of them, and also the net lia- 
bility determined by the valuation of the several contracts specified.
